“the clement to which the cienicir 
| propertics belong. The simplest 
oxample ig hydrogen: it has been 
found that there exist atoms 
hoving- twice the mnes of the or- 
dinary hydrogen atom, but_the 
same chomical properties. Thoy 
constitute what.is called “heavy 
hydrogen” or “doutorium: water 
containing such heavy hydrogen 
atoms is cniled “heavy water.’ 
It was shown, also in 1939, ‘by 
Gant at Cambridge, that bombard- 
ment of uranium by the nuclei of 
“Reavy hydroren causes nuclea 
fission. This is of interest in con 
nexion with Mr. Churchill's stnte- 
ment obout tha raids in 1942-45 
on tho stores of hetvy water in 
Norway. 

Uranium itself is a mixture o 
igotopod and it turns out that in 
only one of these isotopes will the 
atomic disintegration propagat. 
ftsolf; if the others are presen 
they break tho chain, To get 
uranium, then, in which the fission 
of one atom will not only con- 
tribute the high energy of th. 
rocoiling parta but also partick 
that will set off a neighbour, and 
so on, we want one particular 
isotope. Separating the {ssotopes 
of an clement is an exceeding! 
difficult task. Chemical methods 
are, of course, uscless, since al 
the isotopes behave in the sanic 
way; and of) the physical methods 
which have to depend on differ. 
ences of mass of atoms intimately 
mixed, are slow and difficult 
Before the war, isotopic separa 
tion had been carried out in the 
ease of certain elements, but th: 
quantities separated with muck 
toil were minute. One can only 
conjecture that much of the engr- 
mous effort made in American has 
been devoted to separating ou 
the required isotope in larg 
quantities, that is, in pounds ae 
compared to the millionths of an 
ounce usually contemplated for 
such processes before the war. 


A PRODIGIOUS TASK 

The preparation of the necens- 
ary isotope of uranium must 
then clearly have been a pro 
digious task, but there must hav: 
been dozens of difficult scientific 
problema connected with atarting 
the reaction when required, sce 
ing that it Bid not in any circum: 
stances start till required measur- 
ing the effect with small quantitice 
and calculating what it would be 
with larger amounts and 580 on. 
No.information is available, bu’ 
‘rourh calculation makes it seem 
likely that tho. weight. of the 
uranium in the bomb just dropped 
was in the region of a pound: 
howevet, the bomb itself mus’ 
have contained in addition ‘to a 
seriea of most complicated devices.

Tho 
steel tower which, we are told, 
vanished, was probably turned into 
vapour by the local rise of tem-, 
perature, just as metals in the 
surface of the sun exist as vapour. 
There must be release of radin- 
tions 4s well, put the blast ia 
probably responsible for the in- 
tenfe destruction and its violence 
must be such that the surronund- 
ings are Teduced to the finest 
dust, which would account for the 
cloud that hangs over Hiroshima. 

.«. CONTROL OR CHAOS 

Speculation is buay with the 
possible pence-time uses of the 
enormous onergy available in 
nuclear renctions. The energy in 
easy to release, once the uranium 
isotope is there, but it in not 
easy to control. Explosives such 
as T.N.T. contain great stores of 
energy, but it is found ensier to 
deatroy surplus stocks than to 
utilize thin energy. Still, the 
possibility is there. Onc _ ir 
reminded that getting on for 300 
years ago the great Dutch scient- 
ist Huygens tried to make an 
engine which should work by the 
explosion of xunpowder In a 
cylinder. It failed, but to-day we 
have tamed gascous explosivns 
and use them to drive ovr motor- 
cars and acroplanes. The uran- 
jum oxnlosions are immensely 
more violent even if a very minute 
fragment is taken the local reac- 
tion must be Intense. To reen- 
late tho rate of sunvly of ‘the 
energy is o hard task, but who, 
in view of ‘what has already been 
done, would, despair of it? 

We are, ‘without doubt, enter- 
ing on a now era with a new 
source of energy that may dwarf 
al) others {In a few decades. ‘The 
coming of the machines was 
feas sudden and less revolutionary 
than the new coming, To-day hr 
who is plaguing himself about th 
exhaustion of the coal and vil 
fields of the world in the next 
100 vears can, indeed, have few 
genuine cares. The question in. 
rather. whether this was-inspirine 
achievement {is to lend to new 
happiness and new vrosnerity. or 
to wars which {n 20 vears’ time 
can only have one end, the total 
axtinetian pf civilization. As o 
earlicr occasions. the’ men 9 
acisnce and iniuatty have firnish- 
ed an instrument which well con- 
trolled, ia eannble of the erentert 
good. This time, if ill controlled. 
it will end all. .

a Jnpanese — official disclosed 
that) Prinee Higashi Kuni, be- 
fore offering the CabineUs re- 
sivnation, told his ministers 
that he would not submit to 
the section of the allied diree- 
five Which allows the Japanese 
people to eriticise or discuss 
the Emperor. 

In se many words the Pre- 
mier said he could not be res- 
ponsible for future events after 
the directive, the official said, 

“Prinee Higashi Kuni is a 
member of the Royal family 
felt most keenly on this 
point,” the official added. 

The official stated that the 
main points made at the re- 
signation meeting of the Cabi- 
‘net were: that in issuing the 
directive, General MacArthur 
“completely ignored the Prime 
Minister and his cabinet, who 
received no advance informa- 
tion or suggestion.” That the 
order permitted the Japanese 
people to discuss the Emperor. 
Thin was the mogt important 
point, 

FEAR OF “CHAOS” 

The resignation of the Cabi- 
net has caused a stir among the 
Japanese. The minority xroup 
expressed fears of “chaos.” 

The view of the officers at 
General MacArthur’s — Head- 
quarters was that the new 
Japanese Cabinet would work 
equally well with the Supreme 
Command, “They will have no 
choice but to play bail,” one 


officer commented. " 


Some Japanese officials pri- 
vately criticised the timing of 
the order, because it came just 
at harvest time and dismissed 
the district police officials, who 
supervise the distribution of 
food. 

“The Japanese will harvest

“It is sufflelent to Iny down 
these two policies -of economic 
development and common de- 
fenee—and to see that they are 
not. policies to be pursued by 
Britain, France and Holland 
separately. 

JOINT SECRETARIAT 

“Both aims can be fully 
achieved only if the three 
powers make : an immediate 
atart in pooling their economic 
and strategic policies in the Far 
East. 

“It could be n modest one-—the 
establishment of a joint colonial 
secretariat, calling of a confer- 
ence to discuss Far Eustem 
trnde and commodity control. 
and arrangement for permanent 
pooling of Far Eastern bases 
and airfields. But the possibili- 
ties are very great. 

“Tf, in the future, disunity, 
suspicion and competition are 
all that the Powers have to offer 
euch other and their colonial 
peoples, they are drawing up 
the death warrant of their 
system. 

“Thia is the last opportunity 
to prove that their link with 
the Far East has not outlived 
ita day,” the paper concluded.
